WANTED  :  iVlORE  MADNESS.

On  the  subject  of  Roman  imperial  coins  Gilbert  Askew  once  wrote,  “  It  is  in 
the  reverse  types  that  the  greatest  interest  will  be  found.”  How  impossible  it  would 
be  to  make  the  same  statement  about  the  coins  which  we  in  Britain  use  today. 
Nowadays  with  more  freedom  of  style  and  expression  allowed  in  art  than  was  ever 
before  dreamed  possible  and  with  all  the  wonders  of  science  to  aid  technique,  inventive 
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genius  is  so  lacking  that  almost  all  of  our  modern  coin  reverses  are  either  copied 
Irom  or  carried  on  from  past  originals.  True,  it  is  nice  to  see  that  hallmark  of 
quality,  Pistrucci’s  St.  George,  regenerated  on  the  sovereigns  and  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  Elizabeth  I  trade  dollar  portcullis  ‘  sharpened  up  ’  for  a  hard  wearing  long 
life  and  durability  looks  very  becoming  on  the  threepenny  bit.  It  would  be  hard 
saying  goodbye  to  Britannia  after  three  hundred  years  and  even  to  the  Golden  Hind 
alter  twenty  seven  ;  the  clean-cut  modernity  of  both  shilling  types  is  twentieth 
century  machine-art  at  its  best  and  carries  on  the  tradition  of  British  shilling  design 
most  ably.  The  design  on  the  half-crown  is  weak  particularly  in  the  overcrowding 
within  the  shield  and  less  suited  to  cupra  nickel  than  the  George  VI  reverse  type 
which  was  designed  for  silver;  the  florin  and  sixpence  are  neat  enough,  although 
hardly  exciting.  What  they  all  cry  out  for  is,  in  a  word,  originality;  a  touch  of 
madness  (sustained  by  artistry  of  course)  such  as  possessed  de  Saulles  to  throw 
caution  to  the  winds  and  make  Britannia  bestride  the  florin  like  a  colossus.  But  how 
long  did  she  stay  there  healthy  and  outdoor-girlish  ?  By  191 1  the  death  of  Edward  had 
put  an  end  to  her  brief  but  dazzling  sojourn  and  the  darkness  of  heraldic  sanit>' 
closed  in  again.  Then  in  1937  there  was  another  surge  of  madness  when  Britannia 
was  dismissed  from  two  coins  which  had  never  had  anything  but  Britannia  on  their 
reverses.  The  wren  which  replaced  her  on  the  farthing  was  a  masterpiece  of 
simplicity  and  charm,  impossible  to  fault  on  any  grounds  and  one  in  the  eye  for 
heraldry — more  so  than  was  Drake’s  ship  on  the  new  halfpennies,  which  was  too 
sharp  and  formalized  for  anyone  to  think  of  her  as  going  to  sea.  The  1937  ‘  madness  ’ 
undoubtedly  had  a  lot  to  do  with  the  new  and  stimulating  ideas  Edward  VIII  brought 
with  him  to  the  throne  in  1936. 

A  British  adventure  which  went  wrong  is  what  the  1935  Jubilee  crown  reverse 
could  be  called.  Here  was  anti-nineteenth  century  madness  out  to  outdo  Pistrucci 
with  disastrous  results.  Pistrucci’s  St.  George  design  reads  from  left  to  right  and 
classical  St.  George  and  his  horse  are  caught  in  a  second  of  time  as  they  swing 
forward  against  the  confused  muddle  of  a  gothic  dragon.  The  competition  is 
preposterously  unfair;  the  squalidly-formed  dragon  could  hardly  be  expected  to 
put  up  a  fight  against  the  great  and  beautiful  horse,  whose  body  completely  roofs  him 
in,  let  alone  the  armed  and  massive  St.  George  who  even  dwarfs  his  horse  and  whose 
muscular  chest  and  limbs  are  thicker  than  the  dragon’s.  From  this  we  can  see 
that  the  critics  of  the  Pistrucci  design  when  it  first  appeared  (who  were  many  and 
outspoken)  had  good  grounds  for  complaint.  We  can  guess  however  that  the 
main  reason  for  their  jeers  was  the  fact  that  this  was  something  new  to  the  English 
coinage,  a  tradition-breaker,  an  Italian-style  design  on  the  new  gold  sovereign  and 
on  the  grandest  English  silver  piece  that  had  known  little  but  conservative  heraldry 
since  its  introduction.  It  came  at  a  time  when  new  ideas  were  afoot  and 
as  has  so  often  happened  since,  the  older  and  younger  generations  were  at 
loggerheads  with  each  other.  If  the  work  in  question  had  been  a  painting  the 
glaring  faults  of  Pistrucci  would  justifiably  have  made  it  a  laughing  stock  but 
Pistrucci  was  not  a  painter,  he  was  an  engraver,  and  in  this  field  the  design  is  an 
unqualified  success.  It  is  obviously  tailor-made  for  the  circular  frame  of  the  coin  ; 
there  are  no  embarrassingly  empty  spaces  and  yet  it  is  not  in  the  least  overcrowded. 
Above  all  it  has  rhythm,  a  tilting  rhythm  in  which  every  bulge  and  muscle  plays  a 
necessary  part.  Pistrucci  was  a  very  fine  craftsman  in  an  age  of  very  fine  craftsmen 
but  he  should  not  be  allowed  too  much  credit  for  originality.  He  drew  on  a  past 
going  back  first  to  the  Renaissance  and  then  to  the  Ancient  Greeks  which  was  rich 
in  beautiful  examples  of  this  particular  design. 

Now  let  us  return  to  Percy  Metcalfe’s  version.  To  me  this  has  always  been  an 
example  of  modern  art  misunderstood.  Like  the  1937  Britannia  design  it  cannot 
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decide  whether  it  wants  to  be  natural  and  realistic  or  a  wholly  symbolic  pattern. 
It  tries  to  be  both  and  becomes  neither.  A  bullet-headed  storm  trooper  with  a 
short-back-and-sides  assumes  an  impossibly  erect  posture  on  a  similarly  starched 
horse.  All  naturalness  and  grace  has  been  purposely  squeezed  out  of  the  pose, 
solely,  one  would  suspect,  to  be  absolutely  anti-Pistrucci.  Curiously  enough  the 
design  is  more  superficially  true  to  life  than  Pistrucci’s.  The  dragon  and  knight 
are  both  correctly  envisaged  as  medieval  entities — St.  George  is  authentically 
armoured.  What  is  more  the  relative  sizes  of  man,  horse  and  monster  are  much 
more  true  to  nature.  Once  again  passions  were  aroused  by  this  coin  and  the 
generations  argued.  ‘  Trads  ’  hated  it  because  it  did  not  look  right  somehow  and 
was  to  them  yet  another  outrage  of  modern  art.  ‘  Mods  ’  said  that  we  were 
living  in  a  new  world  and  should  try  to  understand  the  new  idioms.  Now 
thirty  years  have  passed  and  we  are  more  able  to  judge  the  Jubilee  design  on  its 
own  merits.  I  think  most  people  would  consider  it  dull  when  compared  to 
Pistrucci’s  work. 

A  St.  George  group  bristling  with  energy  and  excitement  is  to  be  found  on  the 
George  V.  pattern  crown  of  1910  by  A.  G.  Wyon  (illus.,  Jan.  63).  There  is  no  lack  of 
such  beautiful  British  pattern  reverses,  both  varied  and  original,  but  not  many  of  them 
became  accepted  on  current  coins.  Some  of  them  are  so  elaborate  and  far-fetched 
that  we  can  never  imagine  their  engravers  seriously  thought  they  would  be  taken  up. 
Nobody  ever  seems  to  have  objected  to  how  improbable  some  of  these  patterns 
really  were.  Presumably  people  thought  the  engraver  fully  within  his  rights  to 
have  one  glorious  fling  on  a  sumptuously  beautiful  pattern  before  getting  on  with 
the  more  humdrum  pieces  which  would  be  chosen  for  the  currency. 

Pistrucci’s  St.  George  was  not  the  only  classical  style  reverse  to  .appear  during 
the  closing  years  of  George  the  Third’s  reign.  In  1817  a  crown  by  William  Wyon 
appeared  which*  was  to  become  famous  as  “  The  Three  Graces  ”  crown.  This  was 
because  the  three  ladies  on  the  reverse  of  this  coin,  linking  hands  and  personifying 
England,  Scotland  and  Ireland,  immediately  recall  ancient  studies  of  the  three 
Graces.  Their  altogether  too-straight-forward  pose  is  a  long  way  from  the  subtle 
charm  of  the  famous  Roman  wall  painting  at  Pompeii  however.  Would  a  classical 
artist  ever  have  arranged  the  arms  in  such  an  obvious  way  ?  But  then,  someone 
might  argue,  the  three  Graces  to  the  artist  of  Antiquity  were  simply  a  trio  of 
beauties  existing  to  be  beautiful,  individually  and  as  a  group.  With  his  group, 
Wyon  had  a  message  to  put  over  foedus  inviolable  and  so  he  had  more  than  just 
art  to  worry  about.  A  thistle  on  one  side  and  a  harp  on  the  other  show  us  which  is 
Scotia  and  which  Plibernia.  Detached  symbols  such  as  these  look  better  on  ham¬ 
mered  coins  where  exactitude  is  generally  of  less  importance.  They  require  very 
careful  handling  in  the  refined  style  of  pattern  milled  silver. 

Again,  as  with  so  much  neo-classical  art,  there  is  an  element  of  the  ridiculous 
here.  Could  not  an  irreverent  viewer  be  excused  for  saying  that  he  thought  this 
was  a  portrayal  of  a  ladies  boxing  match  with  Britannia  (centre)  as  referee,  giving 
the  two  contenders  on  either  side  of  her  a  last  few  friendly  words  as  they  shake  hands 
before  their  contest  ?  It  is  so  easy  to  be  unkind  yet  how  nice  it  would  be  to  have  coins 
with  designs  on  them  like  this  rattling  in  our  pockets,  instead  of  our  adaptations  of 
adaptations.  I  for  one  would  welcome  a  Three  Graces  florin  or  halfcrown,  with 
the  filmy  draped  figures  on  it,  their  bodies  smooth  and  silky  as  a  statue  by  Praxiteles, 
their  chaste  features  cool  as  polished  marble.  There  would  probably  be  a  great 
outcry  against  it  from  influential  “  progressive  ”  circles  who  would  condemn  it  as 
being  highly  retrograde;  masterful  radio  and  TV  personalities  would  expose  it 
for  being  out  of  keeping  with  our  time  and  after  about  three  years  the  design  would 
be  withdrawn,  the  most  adventurous  flop  of  modern  numismatic  history. 
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Of  course  there  is  no  one  time  to  which  Englishmen  can  look  back  and  say  to 
themselves,  “  This  was  the  golden  age  for  originality  on  the  reverses  of  our  coins,” 
Perhaps  some  of  them  consider  reverses  a  bit  of  a  nuisance  anyway.  Postage 
stamps  being  made  to  be  stuck  on  something  need  no  reverse  design.  Stamp 
collectors  should  be  everlastingly  grateful  for  this  for  what  a  storage  problem  they 
would  have  if  stamps  were  printed  on  both  sides.  There  is  no  way  of  arranging 
coins  so  that  the  whole  coin  can  be  seen  at  one  glance  :  we  have  to  turn  it  over  unless 
it  is  a  bracteate  or  what  is  possible  but  not  common,  designed  only  on  one  side.  When 
there  is  a  portrait  on  one  side  I  think  it  is  reasonable  to  say  that  this  portrait  side 
always  takes  precedence.  For  years  this  has  been  the  case  in  England  and  the 
reverse  has  taken  a  very  second  place.  Amateurish  engravers  could  take  care  of  a 
heraldic  reverse  but  the  obverse  showing  the  monarch’s  head  demanded  the  best 
skill  the  Mint  could  get. 

If  we  go  back  to  our  earliest  coins,  those  of  Celtic  Britain,  we  can  find  originality 
in  abundance.  Crazy  horses  career  across  the  reverse  field  quite  out  of  control  ; 
we  see  matchstick  bulls  and  sometimes  what  should  have  been  recognizable  objects 
reduced  to  dots  and  dashes.  One  reverse  is  copied,  none  too  carefully,  from  another 
coin  which  is  itself  a  copy.  Inevitably  abstraction  is  the  usual  result.  As  soon 
as  Roman  influence  made  itself  felt,  however,  Celtic  engravers  lost  some  of  their 
uninhibited  verve.  Perhaps  on  occasions  they  even  let  Roman  engravers  do  their 
work  for  them.  Roman  invasion  further  accentuated  this  loss  and  meant  the  usual 
superimposing  of  Roman  currency  on  the  province.  It  brought  Ancient  British 
coin  art  to  an  end  and  also  the  most  varied  chapter  in  Celtic  British  art  as  a  whole. 
Nevertheless  we  must  admit  that  for  sheer  variety,  if  not  for  originality,  Roman 
coin  reverses  take  some  beating.  Their  range  is  enormous  and  although  poses  are 
often  stereotyped  it  is  only  towards  the  end  of  the  Empire  that  the  figures  really 
begin  to  slow  down  their  emphasis  on  the  glory  of  Man  (and  deities  who  have 
wholly  human  attributes),  some  beginning  to  look  like  little  dolls,  often  mere  decor¬ 
ation,  a  sign  of  Man’s  changing  image  of  himself. 

We  can  go  far  in  contrasting  our  modern  reverses  with  those  of  the  Romans. 
Some  modern  designers  take  any  subjects,  even  human  beings  and  freeze  them 
into  designs  until  they  are  robots  locked  in  immobility.  In  a  word  they  dehumanize. 
Roman  engravers  generally  did  just  the  opposite.  They  individualized  everything 
so  if  a  sestertius  reverse  had  only  a  plain  two  word  inscription  on  it  we  can  be  sure 
that  each  word  would  be  a  work  of  art  in  its  own  right  and  furthermore  that  every 
letter  would  be  an  individual  entity  quite  different  from  any  of  its  fellows ;  yet  its 
shape  and  structure  would  be  determined  by  its  harmonizing  with  the  letters  imme¬ 
diately  before  and  after  it.  Symbolism  on  reverses  did  not  need  a  different  artistic 
treatment — one  in  which  pattern  and  design  would  predominate.  This  w^ould 
have  been  thought  of  as  oriental  and  barbaric  and  the  illusion  of  reality  was  very 
highly  prized  among  both  Greeks  and  Romans.  And  so  pictured  ships  had  to 
look  seaworthy,  horses  ready  to  ride  and  soldiers  worthy  of  arms. 

Early  Anglo  Saxon  sceats  have  exciting  reverses  in  which  all  sorts  of  cultures, 
Saxon,  Roman  and  Frankish  seem  to  meet  ;  diminutive  designs  which  do  not  give 
up  all  their  secrets  at  a  glance  but  have  to  be  deciphered  or  you  could  even  say 
translated.  On  one  coin,  a  reverse  design  seemingly  all  bits  and  pieces  turns  out 
to  have  been  copied  from  a  copy  of  a  copy  of  a  well  known  Roman  reverse.  On 
others  dragons,  wolves  and  unlikely  birds  twist  and  perambulate.  If  nothing  else 
this  early  period  must  have  been  a  great  time  for  engravers  who  could  express 
themselves  so  freely  and  not  have  the  heavy  shadows  of  dogma,  orthodoxy  and 
standardization  looming  over  them.  Perhaps  these  coins  are  the  purest  artistically 
that  have  ever  appeared  in  this  country. 
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The  later  Anglo  Saxon  coins  still  have  attractive  reverses  although  this  has  only 
recently  been  fully  appreciated.  It  is  surprising  how  effective  the  merest  lettering 
on  a  coin  can  be.  Before  the  end  of  the  Anglo  Saxon  period  the  cross,  symbol  of 
the  Christian  Church,  had  become  by  far  the  most  popular  theme  for  the  reverse. 
It  had  the  added  advantage  of  providing  an  accurate  guide  for  people  wishing  to 
cut  the  coin  into  halves  or  quarters  in  order  to  get  halfpennies  and  farthings,  a  habit 
which  was  to  long  outlast  the  Saxon  period.  The  cross  motive  itself  lasted  infinitely 
longer  and  although  it  provided  a  magnificent  tradition  of  conservative  comrnonsense 
design  on  English  coinage,  it  must  also  take  some  of  the  blame  for  lack  of  originality 
on  our  modern  reverses. 

The  English  Revolution  of  the  seventeenth  century  as  would  be  expected  was  re- 
ponsible  for  a  sudden  change  in  coin  design.  The  “declarations”  on  the  back  of  certain 
Charles  I  money  arc  a  permanent  record  of  the  troubled  and  unsettled  times.  The 
heraldic  designs  on  the  ‘plain- Jane’  money  of  the  Commonwealth  are  generally  looked 
down  upon  but  at  least  there  is  originality  in  their  simple  puritan  directness  and  the 
bluff  way  in  which  Latin  is  rejected  for  English.  Latin  also  receives  a  rebuff  on  another 
famous  series  of  the  period,  the  tradesman’s  token.  The  variety  and  originality  shown 
on  the  reverses  of  these  small  brass  or  copper  p)ieces,  struck  because  the  government 
could  not  cope  with  the  problem  of  small  change,  is  almost  enough  to  make  up  for 
the  deficiency  on  all  the  rest  of  our  subsequent  coinage.  Lions,  devils,  saints, 
skeletons,  mermaids  and  lobsters;  mottos,  hour  glasses,  buildings,  Turks,  bridges, 
negro’s  heads,  candlemakers,  sugar  loaves,  ships,  dragons,  wheat  sheaves  and  hats; 
once  free  from  the  tyranny  of  classical  and  national  traditions  almost  anything  is 
permissible  on  a  coin.  Grocers,  mercers  and  bakers  had  little  use  for  these  traditions. 
They  knew  their  tiny  coppers  could  never  be  identified  with  the  national  coinage 
but  would  nevertheless  be  the  useful  cash  of  ordinary  people.  Now,  in  collectors’ 
cabinets  side  by  side  with  their  official  gold  and  silver  contemporaries  they  make  a 
satisfying  picture  of  dignity  and  impudence. 

Strange  to  relate,  the  issue  of  the  official  copper  halfpenny  and  farthing  which 
put  an  end  to  these  varied  tokens  had  itself  a  remarkably  novel  and  refreshing 
reverse  theme,  a  real  woman  in  a  natural  unstrained  seated  position  (reputedly 
drawn  from  life)  personifying  Britain;  something  which  had  not  happened  since 
the  Romans.  And  until  the  deadening  hand  of  formality  finally  closed  on  her  in 
modern  times,  Britannia  was  to  steer  a  contrary  course  to  our  normial  heraldic 
reverses,  changeful,  naturalistic  and  requiring  the  highest  skill  of  mint  engravers  for 
her  portrayal.  On  the  other  hand  the  reign  of  Charles  II  witnessed  the  beginning 
of  a  new  tradition  of  unadventurous  policy  on  the  reverses  of  the  higher  denomina¬ 
tions.  The  coat  of  arms  was  arranged  in  a  ciuciferous-iike  pattern,  thus  carrying 
on  the  cross  motive  (which  had  begun  with  the  Saxons)  in  a  secular  spirit.  This 
pattern  v/as  carried  on  from  reign  to  reign,  dominating  the  milled  coinage  until 
times  became  more  unsettled  again,  towards  the  end  of  George  the  Third’s  reign. 
The  coming  of  the  Hanoverians,  with  their  own  titles  and  coat  of  arms  made  the 
heraldry  much  more  complicated. 

In  the  time  of  the  Georges  another  unofficial  explosion  of  popular  imagination 
occurred  on  English  reverse  types.  Again  it  happened  on  the  small  change  (if  this  is 
the  right  term  for  series  which  included  three  ounce  threepenny  pieces).  Shortage  of 
coppers  led  first  to  the  infamous  ‘  evasions  ’  on  which  the  reverses  were  often  auda¬ 
cious  caricature  of  the  official  coin,  secondly  to  the  reintroduction  of  tokens  proper  by 
the  Anglesey  Copper  Mining  Company,  not  the  frail  seventeenth  century  style  token 
but  solid  superbly  minted  coins.  The  practice  spread  and  soon  people  might  have  a 
picture  of  Lady  Godiva  in  their  pay  packet  or  a  view  of  the  place  where  they  worked. 
They  might  even  be  paid  coin  on  the  reverses  of  which  they  could  see  themselves 
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busy  at  their  own  particular  job  in  the  factory  or  foundry  or  wherever  it  was.  How 
much  pleasure  this  gave  them  is  questionable.  They  were  probably  far  too  occupied 
trying  to  make  ends  meet  to  take  a  lot  of  notice.  More  comfortably-off  coin  collectors 
did  take  notice  however.  Comparisons  were  made  between  these  tokens  and  the 
coinage  of  ancient  Greece  and  Rome,  so  highly  were  they  prized.  A  new  sort  of 
token  soon  appeared  ‘  tailor  made  ’  for  collectors ;  self  consciously  brilliant  and 
artistic,  these  coins  more  than  any,  made  the  official  coin  reverses  seem  unimaginative. 
With  an  abandon  which  would  make  a  modern  purist  shudder,  eminent  engravers 
set  about  their  task  as  if  gigantic  canvases  had  been  placed  before  them  instead  of 
small  discs  of  copper.  Whole  landscapes,  pictures  of  churches,  castles  and  other 
impressive  subject  matter  were  produced,  with  great  attention  paid  to  accuracy  and 
perspective.  For  greater  profit  to  the  producer,  extensive  muling  of  dies  took  place. 

In  this  crafty  reshuffle  reverses  became  obverses  and  vice  versa.  There  was  also 
specialization  in  politics  and  here  slogans  and  quotations  added  more  variety. 

With  the  official  copper  issue  of  1797  and  the  making  of  tokens  illegal,  many  ^ 
people  must  have  heaved  a  sigh  of  relief.  Getting  back  to  Britannia  after  that 
bewildering  deluge  of  engravers’  talent  must  have  been  like  getting  back  to  plain 
food  after  Christmas  over-indulgence.  Their  relief  was  short-lived.  After  the 
Napoleonic  wars  the  need  for  small  change  led  to  another  enormous  token  issue  now 
in  silver  as  well  as  copper.  With  all  these  tokens  in  circulation,  foreign  silver 
officially  and  unofficially  countermarked,  reverses  in  Britain  had  become  quite 
exciting  and  original  enough  for  anybody  living  through  this  fermenting  period.  As 
soon  as  was  possible  token  money  was  ousted  for  the  final  time  but  there  could  be  no 
return  to  the  rather  comfortable  dullness  of  the  old  days.  The  cruciform  pattern 
was  out;  experiment  and  novelty  in  design  were  the  rule  from  now  on.  From  one 
angle  the  main  chance  was  missed  however,  for,  with  the  exception  of  Pistrucci’s 
St.  George,  heraldry  still  ruled  the  roost.  Also  another  habit  increased  from  this  time 
onwards  of  filling  the  reverse  of  smaller  coins  with  the  inscribed  value  of  the  denom¬ 
ination,  often  within  a  wreath  of  leaves  and  accompanied  by  the  crown.  This  sounds 
like  the  lowest  level  to  which  lack  of  originality  can  sink.  Probably  it  is,  but  the 
surprising  thing  is  how  attractive  these  reverses  are.  Perhaps  it  is  because  they  are 
so  simple.  Leaves  nearly  always  look  well  on  coins,  on  silver  in  particular.  The 
lettering  of  this  period  has  a  special  charm  too,  sharply  defined  and  accurate  yet  not 
over  exact.  Sixpences  stayed  like  this  until  King  Edward  died,  threepenny  bits 
even  later  although  with  the  latter,  numerals  were  used  instead  of  lettering. 

In  spite  of  everything  it  cannot  be  denied  that  even  the  heraldic  style  designers 
have  had  their  odd  moments  of  madness  although  this  has  never  been  seen  on  a  coin  j 
made  for  circulation.  With  the  Victorian’s  curious  inclination  for  seeing  themselves  " 
as  though  through  the  eyes  of  bygone  ages,  Huth  designed  an  Irish  Sixth  of  a  Pound 
of  1900.  The  obverse  showed  a  realistic  head  of  Queen  Victoria  in  similar  style  to 
the  normal  currency  portrait  but  the  reverse  turned  back  time  to  the  seventeenth 
century,  being  a  close  copy  of  Irish  James  II  money  even  down  to  the  inclusion  of 
the  month  of  issue.  The  extravagantly  ornate  royal  cypher  on  either  side  of  the 
crown  must  have  been  an  especially  endearing  item  for  a  Victorian  engraver  to  copy. 
Another  more  glorious  piece  of  extravaganza  is  the  1902  pattern  pound  by  Spink  and 
Son.  This  nostalgic  Charles  I  type  reverse  even  has  a  mintmark  thrown  in  for  good 
measure. 

Joseph  Moore’s  model  penny  reverse  was  utilitarian  in  the  extreme  but  its  contrast 
of  silver  with  copper  gave  it  a  two  colour  unique  quality.  Originality  like  this  takes 
the  breath  out  of  any  criticism.  These  model  penny  curiosities  have  exercised  a 
strange  fascination  over  people  from  the  time  they  appeared.  The  neat  silvery  disc 
shines  out  from  the  centre  like  a  dab  of  peppermint  cream  in  a  dainty  brittle  flan  of 
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plain  chocolate.  It  is  a  wonder  that  most  of  these  pieces  have  not  been  eaten  by 
perverted  numismatists  over  the  years.  Moore’s  idea  for  a  light  coin  of  intrinsic 
value  was  never  accepted.  It  would  be  tempting  to  say  that  this  w'as  because  it  was 
too  ingenious  but  the  authorities  were  probably  quite  right  to  reject  it,  striking 
difficulties  would  have  been  so  great.  The  whole  episode  may  well  set  us  thinking 
however.  Is  there  a  Joseph  Aloore  trying  to  make  himself  heard  today,  bristling 
with  talent,  his  head  crammed  with  inventions,  working  out  plans  not  only  for  brighter 
reverses  but  for  multi-metal,  never  blemishing,  plastic,  rainbow-coloured,  dirt 
repelling  or  forgery-proof  pieces  ?  Are  his  ideas  being  taken  as  seriously  as  Moore’s 
were  ? 

Any  quest  for  more  originality  and  freedom  on  our  reverses  should  not  blind  us 
to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  heraldic  types  are  outstanding  in  their  beauty  and  exquisite 
good  taste.  Can  greater  perfection  be  imagined  than  some  of  the  reverses  on  Tudor 
gold,  the  reverses  of  Wyon’s  crowns  or  the  VR  cypher  florin  patterns;  the  still  not 
fully  recognized  glory  of  the  “  Jubilee  ”  and  “  Old  Head  ”  smaller  silver  and  the 
pleasant  completeness  of  the  1927-36  crown  reverses  which  could  hardly  have  been 
improved  on.  It  is  because  such  perfection  has  been  attained  in  this  field  that  many 
of  our  recent  reverses  appear  so  dull.  They  are  eclipsed  in  the  splendour  of  the  past 
which  is  always  with  us  frightening  in  the  breadth  of  its  achievement. 

This  “  inferiority  complex  ”  seems  to  have  led  to  timidity  and  mannerism,  a 
playing  safe  with  established  traditions.  What  we  want  is  some  “  enfant  terrible  ” 
of  the  Mint  to  do  something  so  rash  that  things  will  never  be  the  same  again ;  produce 
some  jet  age  “Breeches  money”  perhaps,  a  set  with  1928  Irish-style  animals  portrayed 
or  an  outrageous  commemorative  halfcrown  reverse  with  St.  George  presenting  the 
Magna  Charta  to  Britannia  on  the  deck  of  the  Golden  Hind,  Shakespeare  and  the 
British  Lion  watching  from  shore.  But  I  can  already  hear  collectors  saying,  “  This 
dreadful!  Conservatism  and  restraint  are  the  mainstay  of  the  British  reverse.  These 
are  the  qualities  that  set  our  tradition  apart.”  Here  is  a  true  story.  Once  upon  a 
time  Britain  hardly  ever  made  a  commemorative  stamp.  Novices  to  philately  looked 
with  admiration  at  flamboyant  Russian  and  profuse  American  issues  and  at  their  own 
British  Colonial  pictorials.  They  wondered  why  their  own  country  did  not  produce 
more  exciting  stamps.  To  the  old  hands,  however,  this  was  all  very  naive.  They 
“  knew  ”  that  Britain  just  did  not  go  in  for  that  sort  of  thing.  To  them  it  was  a 
conservative  tradition  which  served  to  set  British  stamps  apart  and  they  were 
actually  proud  of  it.  Nowadays  it  is  not  unusual  to  have  two  or  three  commemorative 
issues  in  a  single  year.  The  British  tradition  of  stamp  design  is  still  preserved;  we 
simply  have  more  stamps.  And,  of  course,  collectors  have  changed  their  outlook  to 
suit  the  changed  times. 

This  shows  how  dangerous  it  is  to  be  over-dogmatic  about  what  we  think  are  our 
traditions.  The  past  has  been  long  and  varied  and  what  is  more,  full  of  revolutionary 
changes  (what  a  tremendous  break  it  must  have  been  going  from  hammered  to  milled 
money).  The  future  means  unending  time  for  experiment  so  lets  have  some  reverses 
that  are  different.

3.  The  Interpretation  of  the  Evidence. 

By  studying  the  characteroscopy  of  coins  it  is  possible  to  make  a  detailed  analysis 
of  die  identities,  and  from  this  to  establish  the  size  and  duration  of  the  output  of  a 
particular  type.  With  this  in  mind  we  can  make  distribution  maps  and  thereby 
work  out  the  areas  in  which  particular  coins  circulated,  by  studying  concentrations 
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and  strays.  As  a  result  tribal  boundaries  can  be  delimited,  and  the  extent  of  in¬ 
fluence  of  a  particular  ruler  or  administrative  centre  assessed. 

By  considering  the  nature  of  the  find,  particularly  when  we  are  using  not  a  single 
hoard  or  find  but  a  series,  we  can  use  this  to  shed  light  on  a  particular  event.  For 
example,  do  we  find  a  particular  invasion  is  associated  with  a  series  of  hoards  ? 
Then,  if  so,  could  it  mean  that  these  hoards  were  buried  as  a  result  of  an  invasion 
scare  ?  This  would  suggest  that  we  have  not  a  peaceful  infiltration  but  a  direct 
attack. 

Coins  can  also  be  used  for  estimating  trade  contacts.  Hoards  of  Roman  coins 
in  India  would  suggest  strong  connections  with  Rome.  Are  these  hoards  bullion 
hoards,  mercantile  hoards  or  savings  hoards  ?  By  establishing  this  we  can  obtain 
information  as  to  the  nature  of  these  contacts. 

If  we  find  Roman  coins  in  graves  in  a  certain  area  whereas  in  another  the  graves 
contain  some  other  form  of  material  culture,  this  could  either  mean  a  variation  in 
local  custom  or  an  important  trade  factor  is  involved. 

History  tells  us  that  a  particular  Roman  general  campaigned  in  a  certain  region. 
Are  the  Roman  coins  found  in  that  area  contemporary  in  date  with  his  campaign, 
and  in  what  contexts  are  they  found  ? 

These  are  some  of  the  questions  that  coins  can  help  to  answer.  There  is  yet 
another  important  contribution  that  coins  can  make  to  our  knowledge  of  the  past. 
By  studying  the  weights  of  coins  we  can  establish  valuable  information  as  to  the 
current  weight  standards,  and  the  coin  standards  employed.  What  areas  shared  this 
standard,  was  there  external  influence  and  to  what  extent  a  common  market  ? 
The  metal  content  can  tell  us  the  economic  position  of  the  issuing  authority,  and 
the  study  of  a  series  shows  the  vagaries  over  a  period.  Debasement  indicates 
inflation  and  a  poor  standard  an  impoverished  central  authority.  What  is  more, 
due  to  characteroscopy  we  can  date  these  vagaries  closely,  and  they  can  be  related 
to  known  events. 

These  then  are  some  of  the  ways  in  which  coin  finds  can  be  interpreted  and  this 
is  best  demonstrated  by  some  examples. 

{a)  A  Hoard  from  the  Azores.  In  the  eighteenth  century  on  the  island  of 
Corvo  in  the  Azores,  a  small  pot  was  found  containing  coins  of  the  late  fourth 
century  B.c.  of  Carthage  and  Cyrenaica  (in  Africa).  The  hoard  interested  eighteenth 
century  antiquaries,  but  little  more,  and  was  forgotten  about  until  this  century  when 
a  German  scholar,  Richard  Hennig,  made  a  re-appraisal  of  the  find,  and  very  wisely 
consulted  numismatists. 

The  coins  covered  a  decade,  330  to  320  B.c.  and  represented  a  fairly  complete 
range  of  Carthaginian  coins  then  current.  Numismatists  were  able  to  demonstrate 
that  in  1750  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  collect  such  a  range,  as  numismatists 
in  that  century  were  not  aware  of  the  different  types  of  coins  current  in  that  decade. 
It  may  be  remembered  that  our  system  of  dating  Greek  coins  based  on  typologies 
and  style  is  mainly  a  nineteenth  century  development  in  numismatics.  Clearly 
then,  it  was  not  a  hoax,  since  they  were  incapable  of  perpetrating  it  at  that  date. 

The  conclusion  to  be  reached  is  obvious — some  Carthaginian  ship  shortly  after 
320  B.c.  reached  the  Azores.  W'hether  it  returned  or  not  is  unknown,  nor  can  Vv’e 
tell  whether  it  had  set  out  deliberately  on  a  voyage  of  discovery  or  had  been  blown 
off  course. 

Incredible  ?  The  historian  would  say  so,  but  numismatics  prove  him  wrong. 

(b)  Greek  Coins  in  Britain.  Let  us  turn  to  less  sensational  discoveries  nearer 
home.  This  is  the  interesting  question  of  Greek  autonomous  coins  which  have  been 
found  in  the  British  Isles.

Strabo  informs  us  that  there  was  an  early  trade  in  tin,  lead  and  skins  between 
the  people  of  the  Cassiterides  (i.e.  Britain)  and  the  Phoenicians.  Tin  was  streamed 
in  Cornwall,  and  some  kind  of  trade  seems  to  have  existed  even  in  the  early  Bronze 
Age  with  the  Mediterranean  World.  A  gold  cup  found  at  Rillaton  compares 
favorably  with  a  Cretan  find  at  Knossos,  there  are  four  Mycenaean  double  axes 
from  Britain,  and  a  sword  hilt  dated  to  about  1 100  b.c.  found  at  Pelynt  was  recognized 
by  the  late  Professor  Childe  as  being  iMycenaean.  Lead  was  mined  in  the 
Mendips,  probably  even  in  the  Early  Iron  Age.  Obviously  then  trade  must 
have  been  conducted  through  some  ports  of  the  South-West  of  England.  There 
w’ere’probably  several  in  Cornwall,  Devon  and  Dorset,  and  it  would  appear  that  one 
of  the  ports  was  at  Poole — a  coin  of  Tauromenium  (Sicily)  was  found  near  an 
Early  Iron  Age  settlement  there,  and  Greek  coins  are  found  most  thickly  concentrated 
in  this  part  of  Dorset.  The  main  ports  were  probably  Exeter  and  Plymouth.  There 
are  few  finds  of  Greek  objects  other  than  coins  in  Britain,  except  for  some  pottery, 
also  from  the  South  West. 

I  have  already  mentioned  a  Greek  coin  from  Lanark,  and  Greek  coins  have  been 
found  all  over  the  British  Isles.  Readers  of  this  Bulletin  will  remember  a  letter  in 
Dec.  i960  reporting  the  discovery  of  a  coin  of  Neapolis  (in  Campania)  in  Derby. 
Coins  of  Neapolis  have  been  found  at  Carrawbrugh^  Acton  Scott  (Salop)  Abbey 
Stickton  and  Stickland  (Dorset).  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  normally  the  further 
away  from  Dorset  the  coins  are  found  the  more  worn  they  are,  and  that  they  are 
nearly  all  of  the  second  and  third  centuries  b.c.  The  Derby  coin  conforms  to  the 
pattern,  which  suggests  that  it  was  lost  in  antiquity,  but  the  Lanark  coin  is  so  unusual 
that  it  is  almost  certainly  a  modern  loss. 

But  why  Greek  coins  ?  No  coins  were  used  until  the  third  phase  of  the  Early 
Iron  Age  in  Britain,  and  therefore  as  currency  they  would  be  useless.  Strabo 
provides  us  with  an  answer.  He  tells  us  that  the  commodities  exchanged  by  the 
Carthaginians  included  x^cAarcojuara  i.e.  bronze  articles.  This  would  probably  take 
the  form  of  scrap,  and  it  seems  fairly  reasonable  to  suppose  that  bronze  coins  were 
included.  Bronze  was  always  a  scarce  alloy,  and  we  know  that  in  the  Late  Bronze 
Age  smiths  added  lead  to  their  bronze  partly  to  make  it  last  longer.  Bronze  was 
still  in  use  in  the  Early  Iron  Age,  and  as  such  scrap  metal  would  have  been  invaluable. 

(c)  Celtic  Tribal  Boundaries.  I  began  by  mentioning  the  importance  of  coins 
for  delimiting  tribal  boundaries.  This  is  most  applicable  in  the  case  of  Celtic 
tribes  of  the  La  Tene  stage  of  the  Early  Iron  Age.  Of  course  in  studying  these  coins 
it  is  important  to  remember  that  the  tribal  areas  were  not  defined  at  an  early  stage 
remaining  constant — they  were  probably  only  established  as  we  know  them  shortly 
before  the  time  of  Caesar,  and  accordingly  the  coins  of  the  late  first  century  B.c. 
are  important  in  making  such  a  study. 

Using  Classical  sources  we  can  make  rough  estimates  as  to  the  areas  occupied 
by  tribes,  but  it  is  only  by  making  distribution  maps  of  coins  that  we  can  gain 
greater  precision.  The  limits  of  the  Celtic  tribes  in  Britain  are  now  quite  closely 
defined,  mainly  on  account  of  the  studies  of  D.  F.  Allen  in  this  field,  but  much  still 
remains  to  be  done  in  this  respect  in  Gaul. 

Derek  Allen,  through  his  distribution  maps  of  the  coinage  of  the  Dobuni,  has 
demonstrated  that  the  tribe  can  be  divided  into  two  distinct  groups,  and  has  been 
able  to  establish  with  some  precision  the  tribal  boundaries. 

The  author  would  like  to  quote  an  example  of  tribal  history,  established  by 
distribution  maps,  from  his  own  research.  While  studying  some  Early  Iron  Age 
coin  moulds  (cf.  the  Bulletin,  Oct.  1961)  he  was  puzzled  by  the  fact  that  there  were 
two  mints  at  St.  Albans.  It  seemed  fairly  certain  that  the  first  mint  was  in  operation 
under  Tasciovanus,  but  who  could  have  been  responsible  for  the  second?  The 
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excavator  suggested  that  the  second  mint  was  in  operation  under  Epatticus,  since 
no  coins  were  known  of  Cunobelin,  Tasciovanus’s  successor,  with  the  Verulamion 
mint-mark. 

All  known  coins  of  Epatticus  have  been  found  outside  the  Verulamion  area,  as 
can  be  seen  from  distribution  maps.  It  would  appear  from  this  that  on  the  death 
of  Tasciovanus  the  kingdom  was  split  between  two  elder  sons,  Cunobelin  and  Sego 
.  .  .  (who  is  only  known  from  coins).  Cunobelin  received  Colchester  (his  mint 
has  been  found  there)  and  Sego  ...  St.  Albans.  The  coins  of  Sego  .  .  .  are  identical 
in  many  cases  in  type  to  the  coins  of  Tasciovanus  with  the  Verulamion  mint  mark, 
and  must  have  been  minted  there.  Cunobelin  perhaps  drove  Sego  out  of  the 
kingdom  at  an  early  date  and  annexed  Verulamion.  Epatticus  was  probably  made 
governor  over  the  Atrebates,  when  Cunobelin  conquered  them,  and  this  would 
explain  the  distribution  of  his  coins.

Ballindalloch  Cotton  Works  Tokens.  In  the  March  issue  of  your  Bulletin  a  halfpenny 
from  Ballindalloch  Cotton  Works  is  advertised  (Cmk.  72).  You  give  the  county  as  Elgin 
as  does  Stewart  in  “  The  Scottish  Coinage.” 

There  is  a  Ballindalloch  in  Banff-shire,  about  twenty  miles  from  Elgin,  but  the  whole 
growth  of  cotton-spinning  in  Scotland  in  the  late  18th  and  early  19th  centuries  took  place  in 
the  west  of  the  country,  and  I  can  find  no  evidence  of  there  ever  having  been  cotton-works  in 
Banff  or  Moray. 

There  was  a  cotton-mill,  however  in  the  village  of  Balfron  in  West  Stirlingshire,  and  this 
was  known  as  the  Ballindalloch  Cotton  Mill.  Balfron  is  about  six  miles  from  the  Culcreuch 
Mill  at  Fintry,  two  of  whose  halfpennies  you  advertise  also  (Cmk.  116  and  119).  There  is  a 
Cotton  Street  and  a  Spinners’  Street  in  Balfron  today. 

For  the  record,  I  thought  you  mignt  be  interested  in  this  information.  I  am  convinced 
that  the  Ballindalloch  Cotton  Works  should  come  under  Stirlingshire. — A.J.  MacLean. 

Saudi  Arabian  Gold.  With  reference  to  the  note  by  D.  D.  Yonge  on  the  Tabora 
15-rupees  which  appeared  in  the  February  1965  issue  of  your  Bulletin,  and  to  the  statement 
on  page  63  that  gold  coins  for  general  circulation  were  last  minted  in  Tanganyika  in  1916, 
I  would  like  to  point  out  that  the  gold  coins  issued  in  Saudi  Arabia  were  in  general  circulation 
for  a  few  months  in  1952  or  1953,  at  least  in  the  Eastern  Province  where  I  was  myself  for  a 
few  years.  No  bank  notes  had  yet  been  issued  at  that  time.  I  myself  received  payments 
in  gold  and  I  used  gold  coins  for  payments.  The  value  of  this  gold  sovereign — as  this  coin  was 
generally  designated — was  of  40  silver  ryals. 

This,  I  believe,  is  most  likely  to  be  the  most  recent  case  of  gold  coins  in  general  circulation.

Roman  Republican  “  Coins  ”  of  Lead  or  Tin. — In  your  Bulletin  for  February  1965 
G.  F.  and  W.  H.  Carter  have  published  a  “  chemical  analysis  of  a  Plautia  Denarius.”  This 
piece  has  been  found  to  be  largely  made  up  of  an  alloy  of  tin  and  antimony.  I  have  an 
alternative  explanation  of  the  coin  to  that  proposed  by  the  writers. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  coin  seems  to  be  unique  I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  assume 
that  it  is  either  an  irregular  issue  or  an  ancient  counterfeit.  My  suggestion  is  that  it  is  a  trial 
piece  made  at  the  mint  which  in  some  way  slipped  out  as  if  a  regular  coin,  or  was  found  in 
material  discarded  by  the  mint  master. 

It  has  been  the  custom  from  very  early  times  to  make  trial  pieces  from  new  dies  for  inspec¬ 
tion  and  usually  in  some  fairly  soft  metal.  This  was  not  confined  to  the  Greeks  and  Romans 
but  is  a  custom  down  to  the  present  time,  or  at  least  until  the  19th  Century. 

The  pieces  are  sometimes  struck  on  irregular  flans,  and  on  other  occasions  are  struck 
the  size  of  the  regular  coins  to  be  issued.  An  example  on  irregular  flan  from  the  dies  of  a 
denarius  of  M.  Fourius  L.  f.  Philus  was  in  the  famous  Haeberlin  Collection  and  was  in  the 
Haeberlin  Sale  Catalogue  (Cahn  and  Hess,  Frankfort)  July  17,  1935,  No.  696,  and  was 
illustrated  on  Plate  6.  This  piece  is  in  my  collection.  I  also  have  at  least  three  lead  or  tin 
strikes  of  Roman  coins  on  normal  sized  flans : 

1.  A  denarius  of  Ti.  Quinctius  [Trogus?],  with  head  of  Hercules  left,  and  reverse 

of  two  horsemen  with  rat  to  right;  the  symbol  is  Z*.  This  is  the  general  type  of  Babelon  6. 
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My  specimen  was  found  by  my  friend  Howland  Wood  of  the  Numismatic  Society  in  a 
trash  box  over  50  years  ago.  Knowing  my  interest  in  lead  and  tin  coins  he  gave  it  to  me. 

2.  There  is  an  anonymous  quinarius  assigned  to  about  90  b.c.  with  the  head  of  Apollo 
on  the  obverse  and  with  reverse  showing  Victory  crowning  a  trophy  with  inscription  roma 
and  symbol  C  similar  to  B.M.C,  751  w'hich  is  of  good  silver.  This  quinarius  came  to  me 
from  a  miscellaneous  lot  of  Roman  coins  in  very  poor  condition  presented  to  me  by  my 
late  friend  and  teacher  David  Proskey,  the  famous  old  time  New  York  dealer. 

3.  1  have  a  lead  or  tin  ACE  (like  Sir  George  Hill  I  prefer  the  English  form  of  the 
Latin  word  As)  of  Ogulnius,  Carvilius  and  Vergilius;  normal  types  like  B.M.C.  2627.  I 
bought  this  from  Air.  Seaby  many  years  ago  but  did  not  preserve  the  catalogue  reference. 
These  tin  and  lead  coins  or  test  pieces  probably  were  never  made  in  quantity.  They  now^ 

are  of  excessive  rarity.  Many  dealers  and  collectors  who  did  find  them  must  have  thought  such 
pieces  fraudulent,  and  throwm  them  away  as  worthless.  It  is  only  fair  to  add  that  no  experienced 
numismatist  would  doubt  that  the  four  pieces  I  describe  above,  whatever  their  purpose, 
were  made  in  ancient  times.  They  are  entirely  different  from  the  tesserae,  which  are  not  of 
the  same  designs  as  coins. —  Thomas  Olive  Mabbott,  NewYork. 

Analysis  of  Roman  Denarii.  I  felt  compelled  to  drop  you  a  line  after  reading  the 
article  in  the  February  issue  of  your  Coin  and  Medal  Bidletin  entitled  “  Chemical  analysis 
of  a  Plauta  Denarius  ”  by  G.  F.  Carter  and  W.  H.  Carter.  About  a  year  ago  I  purchased  a 
Denarius  of  Titus.  Shortly  after  this  I  got  to  tinkering  about  with  weights  and  specific 
gravities  of  8.0.  The  coin,  in  VF  condition,  is  toned  and  looks  like  good  silver.  This  is  a 
Cohen  323  with  rather  low  relief.  The  S.G.  measurements  were  made  in  a  laboratory  by 
two  different  methods,  and  the  results  w'ere  identical.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  analyze 
the  composition. 

Perhaps  other  readers  will  bring  to  light  still  further  examples  of  abnormally  low'  density 
measurements  in  supposed  silver  coinage  of  ancient  origin.  In  any  case,  I  should  be  happy  to 
loan  my  specimen  to  the  Aiessrs.  Carter  (or  Seaby’s)  if  further  investigation  of  non-destructive 
nature  is  desired. — Calvin  C.  Woods,  Minneapolis,  U.S.A. 

Keeper  of  Coins.  The  trustees  of  the  British  Museum  announced  today  that  they 
have  appointed  Mr.  Gilbert  Kenneth  Jenkins  to  succeed  the  late  Dr.  John  -Walker  as  keeper 
of  the  departmejit  of  coins  and  medals  in  the  British  Museum.  Mr.  Jenkins  is  an  authority 
on  the  coinage  of  ancient  Greece. — South  Wales  Evening  Post,  4th  March,  1965 

Nehru  Coins  in  Hindi.  The  50-paise  Jawaharlal  Nehru  commemorative  coins  to  be 
minted  next  month  will  have  his  name  inscribed  in  Hindi.  No  other  modification  is  being 
made  in  the  design. 

The  one-rupee  commemorative  coin  is  not  being  re-issued. 

The  Finance  Minister,  Mr.  T.  T.  Krishnamachari,  gave  this  information  during  question 
hour  in  the  Lok  Sabha  today. — UNI. — Deccan  Chronicle,  5th  March,  1965. 

Counterfeit  Coin  Display  in  Edinburgh. — An  exhibition  of  counterfeit  coins  ranging 
from  the  reign  of  James  I  has  been  placed  on  display  at  the  National  Museum  of  Antiquities 
of  Scotland,  Edinburgh.  The  exhibition  includes  two  florins  produced  in  Edinburgh  by 
James  Steele,  an  80-year-old  man  who  was  sentenced  to  two  years’  imprisonment  in  December 
at  the  High  Court,  Edinburgh,  when  he  admitted  counterfeiting  14,144  florins  at  his  home. 
Also  on  show  are  the  dies  from  which  he  struck  the  florins,  dated  1954  and  1955.  The  florins 
and  dies  have  been  loaned  by  Edinburgh  City  Police. 

The  largest  number  of  coins  in  the  collection  are  354  Mary  and  Francis  hardheads.  They 
are  all  false  coin  and  probably  represent  a  hoard  of  counterfeit  coins.  They  are  made  of  copper 
and  dated  1558.  Even  when  forgery  was  regarded  as  treason,  counterfeiting  was  a  wide¬ 
spread  practice. 

Mr.  R.  K.  B.  Stevenson,  keeper  of  the  museum,  said  yesterday  that  many  of  the  better 
counterfeits  of  past  centuries  were  still  in  collections  and  regarded  as  genuine.  The  exhibition 
covers  coins  of  five  centuries,  and  includes  a  George  III  shilling  found  recently  by  a  schoolboy 
at  Dalkeith.  The  most  expert  forgeries  are  probably  the  recent  florins  made  in  Edinburgh 
by  James  Steele.  They  w'ere  described  by  an  assayer  at  the  Royal  Mint  as  being  of  “  excellent 
quality  ”  and  likely  to  deceive  the  public  and  the  banking  institutions. — Glasgow  Herald,  4th 
March,  1965. 

U.S.  to  discontinue  Silver  Coins.  Congress  has  been  w'arned  that  because  of  depleted 
silver  stocks  the  U.S.  cannot  continue  to  mint  silver  coins. 

The  warning  was  given  to  the  House  of  Representatives  Appropriations  Sub-Committee 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  Mr.  Douglas  Dillon  on  February  15  and  made  public  over  the 
weekend.  Air.  Dillon  said  that  industrial  use  of  silver,  coin  hoarding  and  collecting  had  so 
reduced  U.S.  silver  stocks  that  the  only  question  now’  remaining  was  how’  the  present  silver 
coinage  was  to  be  replaced. 
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There  were  three  possibilities — coins  with  no  silver,  coins  with  a  much  reduced  silver 
content  and  a  “  sandwich  type  ”  coin  with  base  metal  inside  and  silver  on  the  outside.  Mr. 
Dillon  said  the  mint  was  experimenting  with  all  types  and  that  legislation  would  be  sent  to 
Congress  in  April.  New  coins  could  perhaps  be  in  circulation  in  three  or  four  years. — 
Comtel. — Financial  Times,  30tJi  March,  1965. 

Churchill  Commemorative  Crown.  The  Royal  Mint  is  to  strike  a  special  commemo¬ 
rative  live  shilling  piece  in  honour  of  Sir  Winston  Churchill.  Mr.  Callaghan,  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer,  announced  the  nev/  issue  yesterday.  The  Chancellor,  in  a  Commons 
written  answer,  pointed  out  that  the  design  and  preparation  for  minting  would  “  take  some 
time.” 

No  further  information  about  the  proposed  coin  was  available  from  the  Mint  last  night. 
If  design  of  the  commemorative  piece  goes  through  the  usual  procedure  for  new  work  it  will 
be  examined  by  the  .Mint’s  advisory  committee.  Prince  Philip  is  its  president. 

Last  issue  of  a  crown  piece  was  in  1960.  Just  over  one  million  were  struck  for  the  New 
York  Fair.  About  six  million  were  struck  in  1953  to  mark  the  coronation.  Although  from 
time  to  time  suggestions  have  been  advanced  that  the  crown  piece  should  be  reintroduced 
into  the  coinage  these  have  been  rejected  on  the  ground  of  lack  of  public  demand. — Daily 
Telegraph,  \lth  Alarch,  1965. 


Please  Note:  We  have  no  information  yet  on  the  proposed  Churchill 
5  shilling  piece.  We  understand  that  these  are  likely  to  be  minted 
in  large  quantities,  and  we  shall  not  accept  orders  for  them  until  they 
are  listed  in  this  Bulletin. 


THE  NEW  ZEALAND  MEDAL. 

Some  Notes. 

By  Captain  W.  A.  Morgan  (late  of  the  Kensingtons). 

Before  proceeding  with  this  article  the  writer  would  state  that  a  considerable  amount 
of  the  mformatioti  contained  is  unpublished  Crown-copyright  material  in  the  Public 
Record  Office  and  it  has  been  reproduced  by  permission  of  the  Controller  of  H.M. 
Stationery  Office. 

The  New  Zealand  Medal  was  authorised  on  the  1st  March  1869  and  bears  on 
the  obverse  the  head  of  Queen  Victoria,  crowned  and  veiled,  with  the  inscription 
“victoria  d.g.  BRITT.  REG.  F.D.”  The  reverse  bears  the  words  “new  Zealand 
viRTUTis  honor”  and  in  the  centre  a  wreath  of  laurel.  This  wreath  encloses  a  blank 
space  and  in  this  space  the  years  of  service  were  embossed.  In  a  number  of  cases 
the  medals  were  issued  without  dates,  and  in  some  cases  the  medals  may  be  found 
with  dates  engraved  instead  of  embossed— whether  this  engraving  was  official  or 
otherwise  is  unrecorded.  A  number  of  undated  medals  may  appear  to  be  dated 
medals  cleaned:  this  is  owing  to  a  surplus  of  medals  dated  1861-1866  from  which 
the  dates  were  removed  for  issue  to  m.en  whose  service  was  in  other  years. 

The  medal  was  to  cover  service  in  both  the  Maori  Wars  of  1845-1847  and 
1860-1866.  The  only  regiment  entitled  to  medals  for  both  Wars  was  the  65th — 
the  2nd  Yorkshire  North  Riding  Regiment  (later  the  1st  Bn.  the  York  and  Lancaster 
Regiment). 

The  medal  was  issued  to  those  officers  and  men  of  the  Royal  Navy  who  had 
taken  part  in  the  Wars,  but  generally  only  to  those  members  of  the  crews  who  had 
actually  landed  and  been  engaged  with  the  enemy.  In  addition  to  the  ships  of  the 
Royal  Navy,  the  H.E.I.C.  Ship  Elphinstojie  and  the  Colonial  Vessel  Victoria  were 
engaged. 

The  medal  was  for  issue  to  survivors  and  those  bearing  the  dates  1845  to  1847 
are  therefore  much  scarcer  than  the  ones  for  the  Second  Maori  War. 
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The  rolls  are  not  all  made  out  on  the  same  lines,  those  of  the  Royal  Navy  give 
at  the  head  the  years  of  service  and  often  a  note  of  an  Admiralty  Order  stating  what 
service  entitled  the  man  to  the  medal.  Most  of  the  units  of  the  Army  furnished  two 
rolls — one  of  effectives  and  the  other  of  non-effectives,  but  the  rolls  differ  con¬ 
siderably  with  each  unit,  and  the  various  details  will  be  found  under  the  notes  for 
the  various  regiments. 

First,  dealing  with  the  rolls  for  the  Royal  Navy,  the  general  practice  was  to  list 
all  the  survivors  entitled  and  to  enter  against  each  the  date  of  issue. 

H.M.S.  Brisk — Service  1865. 

An  Admiralty  Order  of  1870  states  that  as  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Brisk 
wTre  never  under  fire  they  cannot  be  allowed  the  medal.  This  matter  seems  to 
have  been  gone  into  further  and  the  claims  of  13  officers  and  men  were  allowed. 
Most  of  the  medals  for  Brisk  were  issued  late  in  1870  or  early  1871. 

H.M.S.  Castor — Service  1845-46-47. 

In  the  case  of  this  ship  an  A.O.  states  that  only  those  landed  and  actually  engaged 
were  entitled  to  the  medal. 

There  are  69  names  in  the  roll,  9  being  marked  “  referred  to  New  Zealand  ”. 
Various  medals  for  the  ship  that  have  been  in  recent  sales  or  are  owned  by  known 
collectors  bear  the  dates  1845-1846  and  1845-1847.  The  last  medal  for  this  ship  to 
be  issued  appear  to  be  one  to  a  Private  of  Royal  Marines  in  1887. 

H.M.S.  Calliope — Service  1846-1847. 

A.O.  of  1870  distinctly  states  that  “only  men  landed  are  entitled.”  The  list 
contains  62  names,  including  a  man  who  “ran”  but  his  papers  were  sent  to  New 
Zealand,  also  the  issue  to  a  widow  and  another  issue  to  a  mother.  The  general  date 
on  known  medals  is  1846-1847,  but  one  dated  1846  is  recorded. 

H.M.S.  Cordelia — Service  1860-1861. 

The  claims  for  this  ship  are  for  those  who  w’ere  in  the  Naval  Brigade.  Twenty- 
nine  names  appear  in  the  roll  and  am.ongst  these  is  that  of  Commander  Charles 
Vernon  entitled  to  the  single  date  1860.  This  is  said  to  be  the  only  single  date 
1860  issued  to  an  officer  of  the  Royal  Navy — there  is,  however,  another  single  date 
1860  which  v/as  issued  to  Act/Mate  William  W.  Smythe  of  H.M.S.  Niger.  The 
general  dates  for  this  ship’s  medal  are  1860-1861. 

H.M.S.  Curacoa — Service  1863-1866. 

This  ship  produces  the  longest  list  of  claimants — 190  names  appearing  in  the 
roll.  As  the  roll  is  the  longest  for  the  Royal  Navy  one  must  expect  to  find  more 
points  of  interest.  Two  men  entitled  to  the  medal  “ran” — one  a  Private  of  Marines 
“ran”  at  Montevideo  in  1869  and  the  other  a  Boy  from  H.M.S.  Crocodile  in  1871 — 
it  would  appear  that  no  claim  was  made  for  these  medals  at  a  later  date.  Of  the 
medals  to  relatives  one  finds  a  claim  by  a  widow  and  another  by  a  mother.  Some 
of  the  claims  were  late — the  Ship’s  Carpenter  not  claiming  until  1903  and  the 
Ship’s  Corporal  in  1904.  A  duplicate  medal  was  issued  to  “the  party”  in  1913  and 
a  private  of  marines  did  not  get  his  medal  until  1914. 

H.M.S.  Driver — Service  1845-46-47. 

Again  the  roll  for  this  ship  is  headed  “only  those  landed  and  engaged.”  Ten 
names  appear  on  the  roll  and  the  medals  for  two  of  these  men  are  known  to  be  in 
the  United  States  and  to  bear  the  date  1846.  There  is  no  date  of  issue  against  one 
man’s  name,  so  it  may  be  that  his  medal  is  still  in  the  drawer  at  the  Admiralty. 
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H.M.S.  Eclipse — Service  1863-1866. 

This  ship  shelled  the  enemy  position  on  4th  June  1863  and  again  on  the  21st 
Sept.  1865.  The  A.O.  of  1870  granted  the  medal  to  all  who  had  been  under  fire 
— 75  names  appear  in  the  roll,  the  general  dates  being  1863-1865,  but  several  medals 
dated  1865  have  been  noted.  One  man  applied  for  a  replacement  medal  in  1909, 
but  this  was  refused  as  it  was  found  that  the  original  had  been  pawned. 

H.E.I.C.  Elphinstone — Service  1845-46-47. 

This  ship  carried  eighteen  guns  and  those  of  the  crew  who  were  Brigaded  with 
the  men  of  Castor  and  North  Star  were  entitled  to  the  medal.  The  roll  contains 
six  names — one  of  a  gunner  of  the  Bombay  Artillery — three  to  officers — one  medal 
was  referred  to  New  Zealand:  and  one  was  for  a  rating.  The  roll  at  the  Public 
Record  Office  seems  to  be  the  only  one  extant,  and  although  a  number  of  gunners 
were  with  the  crew  it  is  probable  that  the  medal  to  Gunner  Simpson  is  unique. 

H.M.S.  Service  1863-1866. 

A  large  number  of  the  crew  of  the  ship  claimed  the  medal,  the  list  containing 
120  names.  The  last  issue  was  to  “the  Party”  in  1908 — one  man  “ran”  but  his 
medal  was  only  confiscated  for  a  time,  but  a  Captain  of  the  Missen  Top  who  “ran” 
got  no  medal. 

H.M.S.  Ealcon — Service  1863-1866. 

This  ship  shelled  the  enemy  position  on  29th  April,  1864,  but  no  medal  was 
allowed  for  this.  Those  checked  for  service  on  shore  or  with  the  Flotilla  were 
entitled  and  the  list  contains  12  names. 

H.M.S.  Harrier — Service  1863-1866. 

Eighty  names  appear  in  this  roll,  being  men  of  the  Naval  Brigade  or  those 
attached  to  the  Flotilla.  Medals  for  this  ship  have  been  noted  with  the  dates 
1863-1864  and  1863-1866.  Captain  of  the  Fore  Top  S.  Mitchell  earned  the 
Victoria  Cross  for  carrying  his  wounded  Captain  out  of  action.  There  is  a  con¬ 
siderable  history  to  this  Cross  as  Mitchell  left  the  Cross  with  his  friend  in  Australia, 
these  friends  left  Australia  without  leaving  an  address.  Mitchell  applied  for  a 
duplicate,  and  from  the  roll  it  would  seem  that  this  was  prepared,  but  as  it  was 
found  that  his  original  Cross  had  been  sold  by  auction  the  issue  of  the  duplicate 
was  refused.  One  now  jumps  to  1927  and  the  visit  of  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of 
York  (afterwards  King  George  VI  and  Queen  Elizabeth)  to  New  Zealand — Miss 
Mitchell,  the  daughter  of  Captain  of  the  Fore  Top,  S.  Mitchell,  was  presented  to 
their  Majesties,  and  said  that  her  great  wish  was  that  she  could  recover  her  father’s 
Victoria  Cross.  The  efforts  of  Their  Majesties  were  successful  and  the  original 
Cross  was  handed  to  Miss  Mitchell  in  1928.  One  must  now  move  to  Canada.  In 
August  1956  a  Victoria  Cross  was  found  in  sand  under  a  wharf  at  Vancouver,  B.C., 
inscribed  S.  Mitchell  29.4.1864.  This  find  was  reported  in  the  London  Daily 
Telegraph  and  at  first  it  was  thought  to  be  the  original  Cross ;  inspection  of  enlarged 
photographs  and  the  fact  that  Miss  Mitchell  still  held  the  original  Cross  proved  it 
to  be  a  “Fake.”  All  this  is  straying  from  the  theme  of  the  article  the  New  Zealand 
medal,  so  back  to  the  details. 

H.M.S.  Hazard — Service  1845-46-47. 

The  roll  bears  the  note  that  this  ship  was  engaged  with  the  enemy  and  all  on 
board  are  entitled  to  the  medal.  The  noted  dates  are  1 845-1 846  and  1 846- 1 847.  The 
last  claim  was  by  a  Royal  Marine  in  1891,  and  one  medal  was  issued  to  a  widow. 
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H.M.S.  Himalaya — Service  1863-1866. 

Only  one  member  of  the  ship’s  company  was  entitled  to  the  medal — Captain 
Edward  Lacy.  His  medal  was  issued  in  1870. 

H.M.S.  Inflexible — Service  1845-46-47. 

Only  those  landed  were  entitled  and  the  roll  has  20  names,  the  medals  for  three 
being  referred  to  New  Zealand.  The  date  on  medals  noted  in  1847. 

H.M.S.  Iris — Service  1860-61. 

The  roll  contains  82  names  of  men  who  formed  part  of  the  Naval  Brigade.  The 
usual  date  on  the  medals  is  1860-1861  and  the  issue  of  a  duplicate  is  recorded  in  1911. 
In  1892  a  widow  claimed  her  husband’s  medal  successfully. 

H.M.S.  Miranda — Service  1863-1866. 

There  is  a  large  roll  for  this  ship,  92  names  appearing,  with  claims  as  late  as 
1904  and  1913. 

H.M.S.  North  Star — Service  1845-46-47. 

The  A.O.  of  1870  states  that  “only  those  men  landed  and  actually  engaged  were 
entitled.”  Forty-one  names  are  in  the  roll  and  the  dates  on  noted  medals  are 
1845-1846.  The  last  medal  claimed  for  this  ship  was  that  of  the  Quarter  Master 
in  1875. 

H.M.S.  Niger — Service  1860-1861. 

Only  those  in  the  Naval  Brigade  entitled  to  the  medal.  Those  on  board  when 
the  ship  was  fired  on  by  the  enemy  are  not  entitled.  Acting  Mate  W.  W.  Smythe 
of  the  ship  received  the  medal  with  the  single  date  1860,  this  medal  is  in  the  possession 
of  a  British  collector  and  is  fully  authenticated  by  documents  and  a  photo. 

H.M.S.  Osprey — Service  1845-46-47. 

Only  11  names  appear  in  the  roll  for  this  ship  and  the  medals  for  two  of  the 
crew  were  referred  to  New  Zealand.  A  medal  in  a  recent  sale  bore  the  dates 
1845-1846. 

H.M.S.  Pelorus — Service  1860-1861. 

The  ship  provided  a  number  of  men  for  the  Naval  Brigade  and  they  are  the 
only  ones  entitled.  The  list  has  115  names,  with,  “the  Party”  claiming  a  medal 
in  1905.  Commodore  F.  B.  P.  Seymour  who  served  in  the  ship  was  afterwards 
Admiral  Sir  F.  B.  Seymour  (Lord  Ancaster)  G.C.B.,  who  commanded  at  Alexandria 
on  the  11th  July  1882. 

H.M.S.  Racehorse — Service  1845-46-47. 

Medals  for  this  ship  are  confined  to  those  who  actually  landed  and  were  engaged. 
The  roll  has  36  names  and  those  medals  that  have  been  noted  bear  the  dates  1845-1847. 

Colonial  Ship  Victoria. 

No  dates  are  given  for  the  service  of  this  ship.  The  roll  contains  10  names 
with  dates  of  issue  and  a  further  29  names  against  which  there  are  no  details. 
Against  one  name  is  a  note  to  the  effect  that  the  medal  was  sent  to  Melbourne, 
Australia,  in  1905. 

Like  all  medals  issued  to  the  Royal  Navy  those  for  New  Zealand  are  scarcer 
than  similar  medals  issued  to  the  Army  for  the  same  Campaigns.  Of  the  medals 
referred  to*  as  noted,  14  are  in  collections  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and 
the  writer  is  most  grateful  to  those  correspondents  who  have  placed  details  of  their 
collections  at  his  disposal.

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Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  ordinary  meeting  held 
on  17th  I’ebruary,  with  Mr.  Philip  Grierson,  President, 
in  the  chair,  Mr.  A.  J.  Seltman  read  a  paper  on  “  The 
Frankish  coinage  of  Greece.” 

After  giving  a  brief  historical  outline  Mr.  Seltman 
described  the  three  types  of  this  coinage,  namely  billon 
or  copper  deniers  and  oboles  of  “  Italian  ”  style; 
billon  deniers  tournois  copied  from  French  prototypes; 
and  imitations  of  Italian  coins,  especially  florins,  and 
possibly  also  Venetian  ducats  and  soldini.  Coinage  was 
struck  in  the  principality  of  Achaea  and  the  lordship 
(later  the  Duchy)  of  Athens,  and  to  a  lesser  extent  in 
other  states.  Air.  Seltman  traced  the  development  of 
these  coinages  and  explained  that  whereas  in  Achaea  the 
deniers  tournois  were,  from  their  inception,  closely 
imitated  from  French  prototypes,  in  the  duchy  of  Athens 
there  was  a  gradual  evolution  of  the  design  from  that 
of  an  obole  of  ”  Italian  ”  style,  with  a  Genoese  gateway 
as  type,  until  the  deniers  assumed  the  normal  tourno  s 
form.  From  this  evolution  it  appears  that  certain 
deniers  tournois  previously  ascribed  to  Duke  William 
de  la  Roche  (1280-1287)  are  later  than  deniers  which 
belong  to  the  minority  of  Duke  Guy  II  (1287-1206), 
and  so  were  also  probably  struck  at  some  time  during 
the  latter’s  reign  (1287-1308).  Mr.  Seltman  suggested 
that  certain  other  deniers  previously  attributed  to  the 
minority  of  Guy  II,  which  do  not  bear  the  name  or 
initial  of  the  duke,  might  be  later  in  date. 

With  the  conquest  of  the  duchy  of  Athens  by  the 
Catalan  Grand  Company  in  1311,  its  coinage  has  been 
thought  to  have  come  to  an'end.  Mr.  Seltman  described, 
however,  a  distinctive  class  of  imitations  of  deniers  of 
Guy  II,  which  are  somewhat  lighter  in  weight  than  their 
prototypes  and  which  survive  in  sufficient  numbers  to 
suggest  that  they  might  have  constituted  an  official 
issue,  possibly  dating  from  the  latter  part  of  the 
Catalan  period  (1311-1388).  About  130  of  these 
deniers  are  now  in  the  British  Afuseum.  Of  another 
distinctive  group  of  imitations  of  Guy  II’s  deniers, 
with  blundered  legends,  six  examples  exist,  and  possibly 
fourteen  others.  These  might  have  been  struck  in  the 
Florentine  duchy  of  Athens  (1388-1460).  Mr.  Seltman 
concluded  w’ith  a  description  of  certain  v^ery  barbarous 
imitations  of  deniers  tournois  which  might  possibly 
have  been  minted  in  Byzantine  areas. 

Orders  and  Medals  Research  Soc.  Alarch 
meeting  1965.  An  unrealised  boyhood  ambition  to 
work  in  a  museum  caused  Air.  Aioorse  to  form  his  own 
collection  of  curios.  Amounting  to  some  50,000  pieces 
it  includes  railway  tickets  and  other  railway  relics, 
shells,  geological  specimens,  and  many  other  items. 

It  was  of  course  his  collection  of  medal  ribbons 
which  interested  us.  Mounted  on  cards  and  headed 
with  a  depiction  of  the  national  flag  of  the  country 
concerned  they  included  some  rare  and  some  now 
un-obtainable  ribbons.  Mr.  Moorse  admitted  to  having 
to  “  fake  ”  one  or  two  ribbons  which  he  had  failed  to 
secure  and  shewed  some  on  which  he  had  embroidered 
the  device.  Cigarette  cards  of  Orders  mounted  with 
the  ribbons  made  a  variety.  Air.  Moorse  told  us  of 
the  difficulty  he  sometimes  had  in  obtaining  specimens 
and  how  only  his  persistence  gained  him  a  set  of  the 
medal  ribbons  worn  by  the  Salvation  Army.  He  also 
displayed  a  collection  of  Regimental  ribbons  together 
with  pictures  of  the  badges  of  the  regiments  concerned. 

The  talk  provoked  several  discussions  and  some 
interesting  facts  emerged.  Air.  Harris  showed  some 
souvenirs  of  a  private  of  the  90  L.I.  with  his  Mutiny 
medal,  clasp,  Def.  of  Lucknow,  and  Mr.  Purves  some 
British  groups  containing  Foreign  awards.  Several 
members  had  some  remarks  and  the  meeting  concluded 
with  the  usual  “  natter.”  Members  are  reminded  that 
the  meeting  on  May  29th  is  to  be  devoted  to  items  of 
Waterloo  interest.  The  A.G.AI.  will  be  held  on 
September  25th.

Sherwood,  and  Mr.  Humphris — resulted  in  the  Society 
funds  being  increased  by  £3  15s  With  the  outing 
m  the  offing,  things  could  hardly  have  been  better! 

A  Committee  meeting  to  discuss  the  forthcoming 
publication  of  “  Cartwheel  ”  (the  suggested  title  for 
the  Society  Alagazine)  was  arranged  for  Wednesday 
Alarch  10th,  at  the  ‘‘  White  Horse,”  when  it  was 
hoped  a  good  supply  of  material  would  be  on  hand  to 
allow  editing  to  begin. 

(2)  Confirmation  of  the  details  of  the  Society  outing 
to  London  on  Alarch  27th,  comprised  the  opening 
business  of  the  meeting  at  the  “  Hope  &  .Anchor  ” 
on  Alarch  17th.  From  all  accounts  an  enjoyable  day 
could  be  anticipated.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
Society  meetings  are  now  being  regularly  announced 
in  Birmingham’s  “  What’s  On.” 

There  followed  two  talks  by  members — Air.  John 
Humphris  and  Air.  Sam  Taylor,  each  on  the  theme  of 
“  The  largest  and  smallest  coins  in  their  respective 
collections.”  Air.  Humphris’  talk  revolved  round  a 
“  half-fannam”  and  a  ”  double  thaler,”  while  Air. 
Taylor  had  chosen  a  “  Northumbrian  sceat  ”  and  a 
“  Alaria  Therese  thaler.”  Both  talks  were  most 
interesting. 

The  evening  continued  with  a  coin-quiz  from  material 
supplied  by  Miss  Margaret  Owen,  our  Vice-Chairman, 
who  was  unavoidably  absent.  For  this  two  teams  were 
selected  and  the  results  were  very  entertaining. 
Rounding  off  the  evening’s  activities  was  a  “  Coin 
identification  Quiz  ”  compiled  by  Alichael  Newport, 
and  this  revealed  to  the  majority  of  us  how  little  we 
knew!  Some  fascinating  items  were  passed  round  for 
identification — the  accent  being  on  early  Irish  types — 
and  most  of  us  had  acquired  a  little  extra  knowledge  in 
this  field  by  the  end  of  the  contest !

Cambridgeshire  Num.  Soc.  The  members  of  the 
C.N.S.  provided  their  own  entertainment  at  the  March 
meeting  of  the  Society  which  was  held  at  the  Friends 
Meeting  House,  Jesus  Lane,  Cambridge,  when  they 
were  asked  to  display  coins  depicting  animals  and  'oirds  as 
types.  Eleven  members  took  part  in  this  combined 
effort,  and  the  array  of  coins  exhibited  ranged  from 
ancient  Greek  to  modern  issues  from  all  parts  of  the 
world.  Indo-Greek,  Roman,  English,  Nepalese  and 
Tibetan  coins  were  featured  as  well  as  a  number  of 
tokens,  and  a  most  interesting  and  instructive  evening 
resulted. 

Num.  Soc.  of  Ireland  (Northern  Branch).  A 

meeting  of  the  Branch  was  held  at  the  Ulster  Museum 
on  Friday,  February  12th,  when  Dr.  T.  S.  Agnew'  took 
the  chair  and  some  28  members  were  present,  including 
two  colleagues  from  the  south,  Alessrs.  S.  N.  Lane  and 
W.  Dick.  Four  new  members  were  elected.  The 
Society’s  Bulletin  No.  11  was  handed  out  and  the 
meeting  was  informed  that  the  first  number  of  Occasional 
Papers  had  been  produced  and  that  it  was  hoped  to 
distribute  copies  at  a  future  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Air.  R.  H.  AI.  Dolley,  Lecturer  in  the  Department  of 
Modern  History,  Queen’s  University,  then  read  his  paper 
“  John’s  Irish  Coinages.”  An  attempt  was  made  to 
place  the  various  coinages  in  their  logical  sequence  and 
relationship  to  each  other,  arguments  being  based  on 

(a)  the  available  historical  references  to  the  coinage  and  to 
payments  made;  (b)  the  numismatic  evidence  as  demon¬ 
strated  by  the  coins  themselves  and  by  the  recoinage  of 
the  short-cross  series  in  England;  (c)  the  hoards  found 
in  Ireland,  Britain  and  on  the  continent  containing 
Irish  coins  of  John  and  coins  of  John  de  Curci.  Air. 
Dolley  paid  tribute  to  the  work  of  Dr.  Wm.  O’Sullivan 
in  his  booklet  “  Anglo-Irish  Coinage  ”  recently 
published  by  the  Nat.  Museum,  Dublin. 

The  principal  findings,  resulting  from  this  detailed 
but  as  yet  incomplete  study,  pointed  to  the  Johannis 
(side  view)  halfpennies  being  issued  first,  probably 
about  1185,  and  the  Dominus  (full  face)  halfpence 
being  issued  between  1189  and  1199.  Of  the  latter 
there  were  three  coinages:  (a)  1190-4  of  Dublin  only; 

(b)  1195-8  of  Dublin,  Waterford,  Limerick,  Kilkenny 
and  Carrickfergus ;  (c)  1198-9  the  same  mints,  except 
for  Kilkenny.  The  speaker  stressed  the  importance  of 
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the  titles  coMis  (Count)  and  demo  (of  Mortain) 
found  on  some  of  the  issues  which  he  felt  must  refer  to 
John’s  lesser  titles  before  he  came  to  the  throne;  they 
could  have  had  no  validity  once  kingship  had  been 
assumed.  He  also  pointed  out  that  the  Limerick 
mint  could  not  have  opened  before  1196.  VC'as  it 
merely  coincidence,  he  wondered,  that  the  city’s  first 
provost  should  have  been  Siward,  whose  name  appears 
as  moneyer  on  the  Limerick  issue  ? 

VCith  regard  to  the  penny  coinage,  bearing  the  crowned 
bust  in  triangle  and  the  Rex  title,  Mr.  Dolley  put 
forward  substantial  arguments  for  1204  5  as  being  the 
date  of  the  new  issue;  he  suggested  the  coins  were  not 
produced  much  after  1210.  Again  Dublin  was  the 
first  mint  to  strike,  then  Limerick  and  finally  Waterford. 
He  was  able  to  demonstrate  the  sequence  from  the 
decline  in  style  of  the  halfpenny  series  and  suggested 
that  the  moneyers  Willem  and  Wace  of  Limerick  might 
be  one  and  the  same  person,  perhaps  identified  v.ath 
William  Wace,  who  was  Bishop  of  Waterford  in  1223. 

Both  Mr.  Lane  and  Mr.  Seaby  joined  in  the  discussion 
which  followed ;  the  latter  said  he  had  been  working  on 
the  intrusive  pellet  which  occurred  in  the  reverse  design 
of  John’s  Irish  pennies  and  considered  it  might  be  a 
privy  mark  which  could  have  a  bearing  on  the  sequence 
of  the  coins  themselves.  Dr.  Agnew  thanked  the 
speaker  for  a  most  valuable  contribution  to  Irish 
numismatics. 

Reading  Coin  Club.  In  spite  of  the  bitter  weather, 
28  people  turned  out  for  what  proved  to  be  a  most 
interesting  evening  on  1st  March.  A  display  of  50 
different  military  medals  was  set  out  to  show  the 
evolution  of  the  idea  and  how  it  developed  in  various 
parts  of  the  world.  Our  speaker,  Mr.  G.  Hornby, 
had  certainly  done  his  homework  and  led  us  by  cunningly 
easy  stages  from  the  first  Military  General  Service 
medal,  which  was  issued  many  years  after  the  event, 
for  service  in  the  Peninsular  War,  up  to  the  recent 
medals  issued  for  service  in  Korea,  Cyprus  and  Alalaya. 

It  was  interesting  to  trace  the  fortunes  of  war,  or  the 
journeyings  of  a  regiment,  or  even  the  travels  of  an 
individual  private  soldier  through  the  various  clasps 
and  stars  which  wereion  show.  A  fact  which  seemed 
unknown  to  many  members  was  the  relative  paucity  of 
different  medals  issued  for  World  Wars  I  and  1 1 
compared  with  the  many  and  varied  designs  found  in 
the  last  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century. 

After  a  barrage  of  questions  the  meeting  concluded 
with  an  auction  of  members’  coins  and  medals  at  which 
the  highest  price  paid  was  43  -  or  a  Queen  Victoria 
crown  of  1845. 

Surrey  Num.  Soc.  At  the  4th  A.G.M.  on  24th 
.March  1965  the  serving  officers  were  re-elected  except 
for  one  change  on  the  Council;  and  creation  of  the 
office  of  Hon.  Librarian  was  confirmed  and  continues 
in  the  care  of  the  Hon.  Treasurer,  A.  C.  Simmons. 

A  feature  of  special  discussion  at  recent  meetings 
was  the  i  mpending  anomaly  that  Croydon,  where  the 
Society  had  always  met,  would  from  1st  April  become  a 
London  Borough.  It  was  decided  to  keep  the  Society’s 


nam.e  unchanged,  and  if  necessary  to  move  its  base  from 
Croydon  but  not  yet.  .Meanwhile  it  was  noted  that 
the  Secretary  had  moved  his  own  place  of  residence 
from  Croydon  into  the  far  reaches  of  Surrey.  As 
standing  Chairman  he  had  always  envisaged  eventual 
rotation  of  the  meeting-centre  among  the  principal 
towns  of  Surrey  for  greater  accessibility  to  numismatists 
living  in  the  county.  This  plan  has  been  in  abeyance 
so  far  through  caution  lest  it  might  damage  the  scale 
of  regular  attendance  and  discussion  that  has  been 
built  up,  but  it  is  hoped  to  arrange  pilot  meetings  in 
further  towns. 

Topics  of  short  talks  and  exhibitions  during  the  past 
year  have  included  Greek  and  Roman  (constantly), 
Byzantine,  Ancient  British  and  mediaeval  Irish,  modern 
gold,  curious  currencies,  medals  of  the  First  World 
War;  school  tokens  and  early  postage  stamps  illustrating 
the  diverse  capabilities  of  Sir  Rowland  Hill;  and  a 
concourse  of  members’  rare  coins  including  an  unpub¬ 
lished  penny  of  Cnut.  The  annual  auction  enhanced 
the  funds  to  an  impressive  degree. 

Meetings  during  1965-6  will  be  held  every  month 
except  July  and  August,  normally  at  W'est  Croydon. 
The  Hon.  Secretary  is:  Selwyn  Ingrams,  F.R.N.S., 
“  Woodpeckers,”  Newchapel  Road,  Lingfield,  Surrey. 

Yorkshire  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held  on  6th 
March  the  President,  Archdeacon  Ellison,  presented  the 
Society’s  Silver  Medal  to  Mr.  B.  Senior,  for  his  research 
in  relation  to  heraldry  and  numismatics.  Mr.  Senior 
joined  the  Society  in  1922  and  was  its  President  for 
the  two  years  1962, 1963.  He  is  a  founder  member  of 
Huddersfield  Numismatic  Society  and  has  been  its 
Secretary  for  sixteen  out  of  its  eighteen  years  of 
existence.  He  is  an  authority  on  heraldry,  and  has 
often  spoken  to  the  Society  on  this  subject  and 
its  relationship  with  numismatics. 

For  his  Presidential  Address,  Archdeacon  Ellison 
chose  the  subject  of  the  decimal  coinage,  and  enumerated 
the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the  British  currency 
being  converted  to  this  system. 

The  President  traced  the  history  of  the  decimal 
coinage  in  relation  to  the  British  Isles  from  the  Com¬ 
mission  of  1841  which  decided  against  any  conversion; 
to  the  introduction  of  the  florin  in  1849  as  a  unit  equal 
to  one  tenth  of  a  Pound;  to  the  1853  Select  Committee 
which  decided  in  favour  of  conversion;  to  the  recent 
Commission’s  decision.  The  President  added  that 
more  and  more  Commonwealth  countries  were  changing 
to  the  system,  and  that  Australia  and  New  Zealand 
were  changing  in  1966  and  1967. 

The  President  discussed  the  advantages  of  the  various 
systems.  The  points  to  be  decided  in  any  system  were 
the  number  of  decimal  places  to  be  used,  the  size  of 
the  unit  and  the  ease  of  conversion  to  the  system. 
Of  all  the  systems  the  President  himself  favoured  the 
“  ten  shilling — cent’  system  to  which  it  was  easiest  to 
convert. 

1  he  President  was  thanked  for  his  most  interesting 
and  informative  address  There  followed  a  lively 
discussion  on  the  decimal  systems.
